At the heart of this struggle is 
the 14th Amendment, which says 
all citizens m ust be treated equal­ 
ly.

When protest was m ade to the 
Suprem e Court on the grounds that 
this kind of separation, or segre­

Eisenhower’s cam paign bombshell 
—his promise to go to Korea if 
elected president—has been kept. 
One of the moat dram atic Jour­ 
neys of our generations Is over. 
What will be the resu lts’ 
The final fruits of his visit to 
the bitter Korean 
peninsula can 
be expected to m ature slowly. The 
situation there is too com plex to 


be solved by pulling a rabbit out 
of the hat. and Gen. Eisenhower 


has w isely warned he has no ready 


tricks up his sleeve to end the war. 
The great danger of his voyage 
to see the facts at first-hand is 
public im patience, a letdown into 
disillusionm ent. The hopes of many 
rode with him, and the hopes of 
som e were too high.
